The subject matters of claims 1-32, 34-43, and 45-49 are a compound 
representedby the general formula (I) , amedicinal composition containing 
the compound as an active ingredient, etc. However, the compound involves 
an extremely wide range of various compounds. It is hence difficult to 
make a complete search for all of them. On the other hand, the compounds 
which are supported by the description in the meaning of Article 6 of 
the PCT and are disclosed in the description in the meaning of Article 
5 of the PCT are limited to an extremely small part. of the compounds. 

Consequently, claims 1-32, 34-43, and 45-49 and the description do 
not comply with the given requirements to such a degree that a meaningful 
international search can be made. 

The term "prodrug" used in the claims is unclear as to what structure 
is implied, even when the statements in the description are investigated. 
This term hence makes the scope of the compounds and medicines of the 
invention unclear.
